The house lot contaiss 8 acres, in which 
is a large fine garden, kept free of weeds, 
laid out with care ani taste, and adorned 
with a great variety of flowers.

Mr. H. hagdone much in 
improving his farm by Slasting and re- 
moving stone, thereby msking land, which 
was formerly more diffiiltto plough, free 
of stone and easy of caltivation. 1n this 
way he has bestowed great labor ona lot 
on the “East Mountais” so called, east of 
his house. His method is to take about 1 | 
acre a year, clear off the stone, manure | 


and plantit, seeding it down the next. by 
crhicnoduneerarae z “ipl, within atew 
years.

es are all cut, and every thing about the 
buildings is in fine order. There was 
made on the farm during the last year 
one hundred buck loads of monure. Al- 
though Mr. H. is engaged in teaching a 
select family school, yet he finds time to 


tribute the very great improvement on 
this farm, (whieh is observable to every 
traveller on the road,) to his judicious 
course in managing and saving manure. 
Hundreds of loads of muck from the bot- 
tom of pond holes and turf from the road 
side, he has carted into his yard, upon 
which he has kept every night stock.— 
This he has ploughed up every few weeks; 
thus the manure and urine, being all ab- 
sorbed and acting on the muck, would, in 
a short time, in warm weather, produce a 
compost that is very valuable for a top 
dressing, and this is obtained with the 
least lator possible. His soil is a loam, 
with a clay sub soil, admirably calculated 
for holding manure and producing grass.

| of ploughing while this process of turning 
\ over, is attended with a very considerable

Value of Urine as a Manure, 
‘he Experiments of Charles Alexander, 
The following extract transferred from 
the Farmers’? Magazine to that spirited

Dreadful Affray in Aun St. 

An attack was made upon a woman with 
arazor, and a man’s throat cut in the affray. 
A disgraceful row occurred on Thursday 
night at a low daneing cellar in Ann street, 
kept, as we have been informed by the 
watchmen, by a Mrs Drammond. The cir- 
cumstances, so far as we have been able to 
learn, are as follows: 

There were a large number of males and 
females collected in the cellar, several of 
whom were dancing and carrousing togeth- 
er. Suddenly the outer door was thrown 
open andaman by the name of Francis 
Jackson, an Italian entered. He held a ra- 
zor open in his right hand, and rusting into 
the crowd, flourished it dbout to the great 
danger of their lives. He then made a di- 
rect attack upon a girl, and cut her very 
badly upon the arm and hand, severing near- 
ly one of ber fingers from her hand. The in- 
mates protected themselves as well as they 
could from the assault of the infuriated mad 
man. Some rushed headlong into the street 
others seized clubs, bits of wood, and such 
other weapons as came handy, and protect- 
ed themselves. But the assaulter made a- 
nother attack upon aman in the room by 
the name of James Donavan, and in the 
course of the scuffle drew the blade of the 
razor across his throat near the jugular vein, 
leaving a deep and dangerous gash. He 
fell as it were dead upon the floor, bleeding 
profusely, In the meantime the watchmen 
were alarmed, and with great difficulty 
Jackson was arrested by Samuel Dillaway, 
and taken into custody. 

He was brought before rhe Police Court 
this morning, and a sorry sight he present- 
ed, his face and head were dreadfully bruis- 
ed by the blows he received during the af- 
fray. After an examination into the facts, 
the Judge bound him in the sum of $1000, 
to take his trial at the next term of the Mu- 
nicipal Court. e 

We learn that the man who was cut, was 
conveyed to the house of Dr. Buck, where 
his wound was sewed up, but at the last ac- 
counts he was not considered out of danger.

No 
other Congress ever sat twelve months.— 
This has sat more months, more weeks, 
more days, and more hours than any other 
since the beginning of the Government. It 
has made more speeches, done more busi- 
ness, received more petitions, examined 
more cases, made more reports, printed more 
documents, acted upon more resolutions, 
passed more private bills, rejected more pri- 
vate bills, passed more public bills into acts 
and laws, rejected more public bills, had} 
more bills vetoed, effected more and greater 
retrenchments, caused more reforms in the 
parliamentary rules, lost more members by 
resignation, lost more by death than any 
previous Congress.

Sprigg, of Ky.) has had bis ear bit off in a 
fight. Three have been falsely reported as 
dead; and published notices to that effect 
have been generally believed throughout the 
country for a time. 

This} Congress has sat four hundred 
and fifty days—has passed more than four 
hundred bills into Acts, (nearly twice as 
many as any previous Congress) — made 
more than two thousand Reports, occupying 
more than twenty-five thousand printed 
pages, and circulated several hundred thou.

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Conviction of a Husband for the Mure 
der of his Wife. 

A trial for murder took place last week, 
in the oyer and terminer in Essex county, 
N. ¥. The defendant was aman named 
James Bishop, whe was charged with killing 
his wife under circumstances of great aggra- 
vation. The evidence (© establish his guilt 
was clear and explicit, so that the jury, af- 
ter about twenty minutes’ deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. The following 
are a part of the rematks of Judge Willard 
on passing the extrema sentence of the law 
on this wretched crimigal: 

‘‘James Bishop—The circumstances which 
were proved against you on your trial, pre- 
sent a case of aggravated enormity. The 
deceased was your wife—a feeble and un- 
resisting woman, whp, notwithstanding 
your abuse to her, was attached to you—she 
was entitled to your loye and protection— 
she always treated you with mildness and 
respect, and never gave you any provocation 
for the repeated acts of cruelty which you 
practiced upon her, Tho testimony shows 
that you had been in the habit for a long 
time, of beating ber in a barbarous manner 
—that on the night of the 12th of Novem- 
ber last, you came home and found her in 
bed with her child—that you ordered her to 
get up and she obeyed you—that you then, 
without cause, renewed your acts of violence 
upon her, inflicting from seventy five toa 
hundred bruises upon her person, one of 
which, a blow upon her head witha club 
occasioned her death. You have had a fair 
and impartial trial, by a jury of your own 
selecting—you have been ably defended by 
learned and ingenious counsel, who urged 
in extenuation of the act every considera- 
tion which could be suggested. But it has 
been unavailing to you—all who heard the 
trial must agree with the jury that you are 
guilty of the murder of your wife. 

Now listen to the sentence of the law, 
which is, that you, James Bishop, be taken 
from the bar to the common jail of this 
county, and be there kept in safe custody 
until Friday the 17th of March next, and 
that on that day, between the rising and 
setting of the sun, you be taken to the place 
of execution, provided by law, and be then 
and there hanged by the neck until you be 
dead, and may God Almighty have mercy 
on your soul!’’ 

The prisoner clasped his hands and res- 
ponded—‘*God Almighty have mercy on my 
soul!”’ 


Widow’s Pensions,

The late Earthquake in the West Indies. 
The Wilmington (N. C.) Chronicle of 
Wednesday last announces the arrival at 
that port of a vessel from St Thomas, 
whence she sailed on the 2Ist ult, The 
Capt gives some further particulars of the 
late earthquake received at St Thomes by 
arrivals from other islands. All the build- 
ings in Point Petre were .thrown down by 
the shock. Immediately upon its occurrence, 
about two thousand inhabitants rushed from 
their dwelling into the public square, where 
they had scarcely reached, when the earth 
opened beneath their feet and swallowed the 
whole mass! It was supposed that fully 
seven thousand people were destroyed alto- 
gether in various ways, Directly after the 
earthquake, a fire broke out among the ru- 
ins, which burned five days, and completed 
the work of destruction. It is stated in the 
Savannah Republican that the British steam- 
er of the 15th January, the Tay, arrived at 
Havana 20th February, and reports having 
experienced a severe shock of an earthquake 
on the 8th of February, off the Island of 
Antiqua. It was so severe as to retard the 
progress of the vessel, and on looking to 
the shore, the hills appeared to be in mo- 
tion; one island disappeared altogether. 
The Earthquake at Point Petre, 

Capt Knowles, of the sch Ellen, arrived at 
New York yesterday morning, from St, 
Thomas, states that the U S consul at Point 
Petre had been so much injured, that he 
survived but a short time. The bodies of 
4000 had been dug out of the ruins and ta- 
ken out to sea, to prevent a pestilence. Of 
800 soldiers forming the regiment quarter- 
ed there, only 40 remained. The massive 
fortifications were a heap of ruins, and the 
mouth of the harbor was entirely choked up 
by rocks forced from the bottom of the sea. 
It was feared that the vessels in port would 
never be got out. The town and harbor had 
been put under martial law to prevent plun- 
dering. 

The scene was terrific. It was breakfast 
hour with the inhabitants, Capt Fisher, of 
an American vessel, when the shock com- 
menced, was sitting in the lower story of a 
store fronting the water, and sprang for his 
boat at the end of a short wharf. In an in- 
stant he was at the end of the wharf, but 
the wharf and the boat rocked so furiously, 
that he hesitated. Just then the ground 
opened beneath his feet, and, with a leap he 
reached the boat and was saved! 

Mr. Ridgeley, a commedian from Phila- 
de!phia, was on the lower floor of a hote', 
and sprang into the street. On all sides he 
saw men throwing themselves upon their fa- 
ces upon the ground. In another instant 
stone walls fell and buried all beneath them 
except a few who were so fortunate as to 
find themselves above it. When Mr. R. re- 
covered himself, he was unharmed, though 
all the persons he had just seen were hope-| 
lesely buried, His little son, a lad of seven 
years of age, was the first object he saw, 
springing to embrace his father.

Arrival of the Great Western: 


The Great Western left King’s Road on 
the afternoon on the 11th of February, ar- 
rived at Funchal on the 19th, took in 70 tons 
coal, and left again on the evening of the 
20th, passing Sandy Hook about noon on 
Sunday the 12th. 

Capt. Hosken states that from the 13th of 
Feb. they encountered severe westerly winds 
sometimes blowing very hard, with heavy 
sea. The engines of the Western have been 
going for 10 days, without stopping an in- 
stant, and she has run 4700 miles, witha 
consumption of 66@ tons of coal, At Madei- 
ra the passengers landed, and rode over the 
island, enjoying the fine weather, which, 
however, before their arrival at New York 
became too warm! The theremometer stand- 
ing at 75 degrees in the ice house. 

The Great Western will leave New York 
again, positively, on the L6th—the day for 
which her departure has been advertised. 

The Western brings over 1000 packages 
of goods, $700,000 in specie, and 42 pas- 
sengers. 

So far as cotton is concerned, the news is 
unfavorable. At liverpool, one of the cir- 
culars notices no absolute decline in prices, 
but says that the reduced quotations are 
more generally submitted to, while others 
assert that there is a decline of 4d in ordina- 
ry and middling descriptions of American.— 
At Havre the market 1s decidedly lower. 

At Liverpool, on the 10th, American 
wheat flour was quoted at 27 a 28s for sweet 
and 24 a 25s for sour, in bone. United 
States mixed wheat was worth 6s 9d a 7s 
3d.

A communication in the New Haven Herald, 
dated Yale College, March 13, says: 

We had a fair AA age on Saturday even- 
ing, the 11th, of observing the Nucleus or head of 
the Comet, it being at seven o’clock considerabl 
elevated abore the horizon, and near the well. 
known star Baten of the Whale, (55 Ceti.) At 
this time, its right ascension was 1h. 43 m., and 
its declination 11} degrees, nearly; setting about 
twenty minutes before eight o’clock. The train 
occupied in tact more than two hours in setting; 
but being immersed in the vapors near the horizon 
its feeble light was extinguished rapidly, aed long 
before it had actually set. 

The nucleus was doubtless far less brilliant than 
| it would have been, had its altitude been greater, 
jand the moon absent; but even under these disad- 
vantages, it preseoted the appearance of a bright 
central spot, surrounded by a thin haze, elongated 
in the direction of the train, the whole resembling 
a lamp seen through a shade of ground glass.
